Saturday both men were invited to 
a wedding. Bergdoll

railway station with the bride and 
bridegroom to meet other guests who 
were to arrive from nearby cities bj 
train.

station platform, Bergdoll remained 
at the automobile in front 
of

station. Suddenly a second automo 
bile dashed up and stopped alongsid' 
the wedding motor. 


A number of men alighted from 


the .Mocond motor just as the bridal 
pair were coming out of the sta- 
tion and getting into their own car. 
One of the Americans stepped up to 
Rerjrdoll and pointing a revolver at 
him, said: 


"Halt or you die." 
Borgdoll, it is said, threw up the 


rrvnlvcr with his arm, and jumped 
in the bridal car, which immediate- 
ly dashed away.

All efforts made by farmers or grow- 


ers to improve the quality and mar- 
ketability of rxiwpeas add to the ini- 
tial selling price. 


Cause of Shortage. 


Cowpeas are usually grown as n 


catch crop, and on most farms regard- 
ed of secondary commercial impor- 
tance.

Approx- 
imately 7,"U,iH)0.lHKi pouirl* nf cowpeas 
aru produced a n n u a l l y , about 45 per 
cent or iVtO.OOn.oon pounds or which 
is required for planting, of tin:; latter 
quantity 1"> per cent is sold My growers 
direct to fanners nnd SO per rent nor- 
mally enters cnmmoivinl rhanm'ls to 
be distributed by various dealers. In 
1910. and again in l'J-0, the demand 
for cowpeas for plantingffiurposes ex- 
ceeded the commercial new crop sup- 
ply, and abnormally high prices pre- 
vailed. I.Vsplw this shortage arid the 
high prices, practically no effort was 
made to increase the commercial sup- 
Ply. 


In (ho opinion of the bureau of raar- 


J;ets the commercial shortage was not 
due to decreased production, but to

iximinerchil distribution. To iocrase 
the commercial supply it is seemingly 
necessary for growers simply to con- 
serve the supply produced, and to pre- 
pare and nwrUot more of it for plant- 
ing purposes.

Financial Status. 


What is the net worth of your farm 


business? Is it more or less than one 
would imagine from a casual inspec- 
tion of your farm? I>o you know for 
sure whether you are going or coming 
In financial standing? 


Tbese are important questions to 


the fanner, and questions that are not 
so easily answered ns would at first 
appear. Farming is an intricate busi- 
ness, • and one in which returns from 
investment are sometimes long de- 
layed, so that progress -cannot be ac- 
curately measured by the amount of 
money taken in a given time. 
Some- 


times cash income may be almost 
wholly attributable to reduction in 
other assets, so that in reality the re- 
sult is like taking money from one 
pocket and putting it in another. 


The farm inventory, or property 


list, offers the only practicable way of 
answering these questions. 
Once the 


farmer has made a complete list of 
all his assets and liabilities and -has 
balanced them he knows just what bis 
net worth is, and when he has made 
such a list annually he knows each 
year whether he has gone forward or 
back, and just how much has be£n the 
increase or decrease in the net worth 
of his business. 


The United States Department of 


Agriculture has just issued Farmers' 
Bulletin 1182 entitled "Farm Inven- 
tories," in. which are given detailed in- 
structions for making an inventory of 
farm property and revising su-ch a list 
from year to year. By using the sim- 
ple system described in this bulletin 
any farmer can determine exactly his 
financial status and lay the founda- 
tion for a permanent system of ac- 
counting. 
Without the farm inven- 


tory as a basis no system of account- 
ing that might be chosen would be oi 
any great use to the.farmer.

ESSENTIALS FOR BEST EGGS 


Proper Proportions of Sound Grains, 


Oycter Shell and Clean Quarters 


Are Necessary. 


Just because an egg is freshly laid 


by an apparently heatlhy hen it cannot 
be assumed that it is a good1 egg. Heps 
that are forced to obtain the greater 
proportion of their living as scaven- 
gers and given a poor range to work on 
cannot produce eggs of as good qual- 
ity as can a flock which regularly is 
fed a good ration. 


Eggs lackiEg protein have a watery 


white nnd the shell SB apt to be thin, 
owing to the partial absence of such 
lime. Such eggs, besides being of less 
value as food, are more than likely to 
bring forth pnny chickens of low vi- 
tality, subject to white diarrhea and 
an enrly death. 
With proper quanti- 


ties of wheat, bran, clover, oyster shell 
and sound grains in the ration fed to 
laying hens, eggs with firm shells, rich 
in protein and delicately flavored are 
sure to result, providing, of course, 
that the flock is given clean nests and 
runs nnd is kept free from mites.
